Every  claim  under  this  Part  of  this  Act 
shall  be  made  pursuant  to  the  said  notice,  and 
unless  made,  in  the  case  of  persons  resident  within 
the  Province,  within  sixty  days  after  the  service 
of  such  notice,  or  in  case  of  persons  resident  out- 
side of  the  Provmce,  within  the  said  further  peiffod 
of  thirty  days,  shall  be  barred  and  extinguished, 
unless  upon  application  to  a .Tudge  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  or  to  the  .Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  the 
county  in  which  such  city  or  town  or  other  munici- 
pality is  situate,  and  upon  giving  to  the  said 
Council  at  least  seven  days’  notice  of  such  applica- 
tion, such  .Judge  allows  the  claims  to  be  made  and 
served.  Either  party  may  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  .Judge  to  the  (iourt  of  Appeal,  but  every  such 
claim  shall  be  absolutely  barred  and  extinguished 
unless  made  within  a period  of  one  year  from  the 
service  of  the  said  notice : 

“(1.5.(7.  ) Jf  any  claim  is  so  filed  within  the  time 
aforesaid,  the  same,  unless  accepted  by  the  Council, 
shall  forthwith  be  detei-mined  by  arbitration  under 
this  section  : 

“(15/i. ) Jf  any  re.al  property  is  entered  upon, 
taken,  or  used  by  the  municipality  or  injuriously 
affected  by  the  municipality  in  the  exercise  of  any 
of  its  powers,  and  the  Council  does  not  give  notice 
under  section  .302  hereof,  the  owner  may  neverthe- 
less file  a claim,  and  the  said  claim  shall,  unless 
accepted  by  the  Council  within  ten  days  thereafter, 
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forthwith  be  determined  by  arbitration  under  this 
section  : 

“(15i.)  The  person  making  a claim  shall  deliver 
full  particulars  of  the  damages  for  which  such 
claim  is  made,  and  the  arbitrator  or  arbitrators, 
upon  the  hearing  of  the  claim,  shall  have  the  same 
power  as  to  the  amendment  generally,  or  to  amend 
such  claim  or  i)articulars,  or  any  proceeding  had 
or  taken  upon  the  hearing  thereof,  as  a .Judge 
would  have  in  an  action ; and  the  arbitrator  or 
arbitrators  may,  in  his  or  their  discretion,  refuse 
at  any  time  to  hear,  upon  any  m.atter  or  question, 
further  evidence  of  a cumulative  character.”

Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act  con- 
tained, the  Council,  in  the  case  of  the  opening-up, 
widening,  prolonging,  or  extending  of  any  street, 
lane,  alley,  or  highway,  may  by  by-l.aw  provide  that 
the  proportion  of  the  cost  of  such  work  chargeable

for  the  cost  of  local  improvements  during  such  year, 
and  may  by  by-law  authorize  the  issue  and  sale  of 
debentures  or  stock  for  the  purpose  of  raising  such 
sum  prior  to  completing  or  proceeding  with  the 
construction  of  such  local  improvements,  and  may 
also  include  in  such  by-law  the  amount  of  any  debts 
authorized  by  any  by-laws  passed  in  the  same  year 
under  the  general  borrowing  powers  and  any  debts 
of  the  city  created  by  the  Jiegislature,  and  may 
direct  the  issue  in  one  series  of  the  debentures  or 
stock  authorized  to  be  issued  by  .all  or  any  of  such 
by-laws  with  the  debentures  or  stock  to  be  issued 
for  raising  the  amount  estimated  for  local  improve- 
ments as  aforesaid,  and  may  provide  for  a sinking 
fund,  or  make  the  debt  payable  by  instalments  of 
principal  and  interest  as  provided  by  the  principal 
.Vet  in  regard  to  borrowing  money,  and  may  extend 
the  time  for  payment  of  the  debt  in  either  of  such 
methods  for  such  length  of  time  as  the  Council  may 
deem  necessary,  notwithstanding  that  the  frontage 
or  property  assessments  in  connection  with  such 
local  improvements  may  be  payable  at  one  or  more 
different  periods,  and  may  consolidate  any  such 
debts  by  one  or  more  such  by-laws,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  dates  of  payment  uniform 
may,  without  resubmitting  any  by-law,  change  the 
date  of  payment  or  maturity  of  the  debentures  or 
stock  authorized  to  be  issued  by  any  by-law  for  the 
borrowing  of  money;  and  that,  in  case  any  such 
change  in  the  payment  period  is  made,  a recompu- 
tation shall  be  made  of  the  amount  necessary  for 
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the  niuuial  levy  of  sinking  fund  or  instalment  of 
principal  and  interest,  and  that  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  submit  to  the  electors  any  by-law  of 
any  nature  above  mentioned. 

14.  To  repeal  sections  2.33  to  235,  inclusive,  of 
the  principal  Act,  as  enacted  by  section  10  of  the 
“ Vanconver  Incorporation  Act,  1900,  Amendment 
Act,  1907,”  and  to  enact  in  lien  thereof  the  follow-

That  one  Alderman  shall  be  nominated 
and  elected  from  each  of  the  wards  respectively 
into  which  the  city  shall  at  the  nomination  and 
election  thereof  be  divided  : 

“(c.)  That  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  hold 
office  for  the  length  of  time  hereinbefore  provided 
by  this  Act. 

“(d.)  That  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Control 
shall  hold  office  as  follows  : — ■ 

“At  the  first  election  the  member  who  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  and  the  member  who 
received  the  second  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
continue  in  office  for  two  years  from-  the  date  of 
their  election,  and  from  that  time  onward  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected ; and  the 
two  members  who  receive  respectively  the  third  and 
fourth  highest  number  of  votes  shall  continue  in 
office  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election, 
and  from  that  time  onward  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected. 

“ In  each  year  succeeding  the  said  first  election 
of  such  last-mentioned  members  there  shall  be 
elected  as  many  members  of  said  Board  as  .shall 
be  necessary  to  fill  the  places  of  the  members  whose 
terms  of  office  then  expire,  so  as  to  complete  or 
continue  the  full  complement  of  four  members,  and 
such  members  as  are  elected  in  each  succeeding 
year  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  the  date 
of  their  election,  and  from  that  time  onward  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

“ In  case  of  a tie  at  any  such  election  the  Re- 
turning Officer  shall  have  a casting-vote. 

“(3.)  Candidates  for  the  office  of  Controllers 
shall  be  nominated  and  elected  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  .s.ame  manner  as  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Mayor  and  nominated  and  elected,  and  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  providing  for  the  nomina- 
tion and  election  of  Mayor,  including  qualifications, 
di.squ.alifications,  cojitroverted  elections,  election  by 
.acclamation,  and  filling  of  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  the  s.-iid  oflice,  shall,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  iiiiifatis  mutandis,  apply  to  the 
nomination  and  election  of  Controllers. 

“ Candidates  for  the  office  of  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men  .shall  be  nominated  and  elected  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  candidates  for  the 
office  of  such  Mayor  and  Aldermen  are  nominated 
and  elected  under  this  Act,  and  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  providing  for  the  nomination  and  election 
of  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  including  qtialifications, 
di.sqtiaiifications.  controverted  elections,  election  by 
acclamation,  and  filling  of  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  any  such  office,  .shall,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  mutatis  muta7idis,  apply  to  the 
nomination  and  election  of  such  Mayor  and 
.Vlderrnen. 

“(4.)  The  Council  may  fix  by  by-law  herein- 
before mentioned  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

“(5.)  While  sitting  in  Council  each  Alderman 
and  each  Controller  .shall  have  one  vote,  and  the 
Miiyor  shall  have  a casting-vote. 

“2.34.  (1.)  The  Board  of  Control  shall  be  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Council,  three  members 


of  which  shall  constitute  a quorum,  and  the  Board 
slnill  hold  daily  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be 
provided  by  the  by-law  hereinbefore  mentioned  ; and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Control  as 
such  executive  committee  : — 

“(a.)  To  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  proposed 
expenditure  of  the  ye.ar  anil  submit  .same  to  the 
Council  for  its  consideration.  The  Council  shall 
not  appropriate  or  expend,  nor  sh.-ill  any  officer 
thereof  expend  or  direct  the  expenditure  of,  any 
sum  or  sums  not  included  or  provided  for  by  such 
estimates  or  by  any  special  estimates  duly  certified 
by  said  Board  without  the  affirmative  vote  of  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council  present  and 
voting  authorizing  such  appropriation  or  expendi- 
ture ; but  this  provision  shall  not  extend  to  the 
payment  of  any  debenture  or  debts  or  liability  law- 
fully contracted  and  payable  or  to  the  interest 
thereon  : 

“(h.)  Subject  to  the  appi’oval  of  the  Council, 
prepare  specifications  for  and  award  all  contracts, 
and  for  all  purposes  to  call  for  all  tenders  for 
works,  materials,  and  supplies,  implements  or 
machinery,  or  any  other  goods  or  property  for  the 
use  of  the  city,  and  to  report  their  action  to  the 
Council  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  Upon  the 
opening  of  any  tenders  the  Board  shall  require  the 
presence  of  the  head  of  the  department  or  sub-head 
of  any  department  with  which  the  subject  matter 
of  such  tender  is  concerned,  and  also  of  the  City

(c.)  To  inspect  and  report  to  the  Council,  when 
requested  by  it,  upon  all  municipal  works  being 
carried  on  or  in  progress  within  the  city: 

“(d.)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council,  to 
.appoint  heads  of  departments  and  sub-departments, 
and,  after  a favourable  report  by  the  head  of  a 
department,  clerks  of  departments  and  sub  depart- 
ments, or  in  the  case  of  an  appointment  of  a head 
of  a department  or  sub-department,  after  a favour- 
able report  by  the  head  of  the  department  or  such 
I)erson  who  may  have  been  temporarily  appointed 
to  act  in  that  capacity,  and  to  recommend  the 
salaries  to  be  paid  to  such  heads  of  departments, 
sub-departments,  and  clerks,  and  the  Council  shall 
pay  such  salaries  as  shall  be  recommended  as 
aforesaid  :

“2.3.5.  (1.)  Sections  23.3  and  2.34  shall  not  come 
into  force  unless  and  until  the  Council  shall,  before 
the  final  passage  of  the  by-law  recpiii-ed  by  the  said 
section,  submit  the  .s.aid  by-law  to  the  ('lectors  eii- 
titled  to  vote  for  money  by-laws  under  section  103 
of  this  Act  and  amemlments  thereto,  in  the  same 
mannei-,  as  to  giving  notice  thereof  and  taking  the 
vote,  as  is  provided  for  the  submission  of  money 
by-laws  by  said  section  103  and  amendments 
thereto. 
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“(2.)  Upon  tlio  roccipt  of  the  returns  of  the 
votes  cast,  the  City  Clerk  sliall  add  np  the  votes, 
and  if  it  appears  from  such  returns  that  the  votes 
cast  for  such  by-law  be  three-lifths  of  the  votes  of 
the  poll,  the  (hty  Clerk  shall  declare  such  by-law 
carried,  otherwise  he  sliall  declare  it  lost.  In  the 
event  of  such  by-law  being  carried,  the  Council 
shall  finally  pass  such  by-law.”

of  the  party  signing  the  same.  For  an  Act  of 
Incorporation  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  be  stated.  If  the  Avorks  of  any  company  are 
to  bo  declared  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of 
Canada  the  same  shall  be  specifically  mentioned  in 
the  notice,  and  a copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
b.v  registered  letter  to  the  clerk  of  each  county  or 
municipality  Avhich  may  be  specially  affected  by 
such  Avorks,  and  also  to  the  .Secretary  of  the  Prov- 
ince in  Avhich  such  Avorks  are  or  may  be  located  ;

For  the  extension  of  a line  of  raihvay  or 
canal  or  branches  tliereto : In  the  principal  place 
in  each  county  affected; 

(h.)  For  the  reviAUil  or  continuation  of  a charter 
or  for  extension  of  time  for  the  construction  of 
Avorks  of  any  kind  or  for  the  enlargement  of  any 
of  the  poAvers  of  a comjiany  (not  involA'ing  addi- 
tional special  poAvers)  : At  the  head  office  of  the 
company  ; 

(c.)  For  the  granting  of  any  special  poAvers  or 
privileges:  In  the  localities  actually  affected.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  7G. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
ISiiT." — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  irai)rovement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  iu  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
whore  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows  : — 

In  the  Briti,sii  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  iu  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  I’rivate  Rill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Ses.sjon,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon,  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  session,  and  no 
.Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  sha'l  be  entertainedi  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported'  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Ord'ors,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a i)revious  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  reitort  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented'  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
linm  I 'ceiirbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  f'lerk  of  the  Ilouse,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  toijcther  with  copies  of  the  notices 
jiuhlishcd.  Such  jjublication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Ilouse.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  ai)plicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  d'ollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 


been  so  deposited  iu  the  hand.s  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Ilouse  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid'  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundrcfl  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paidi  shall  be  returned. 

77.  BefO'fe  any  Petition,  jiraying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  iirescribed  by  Rule  70,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and,  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  .HI  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  bj’  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  d'etails,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  b}'  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed'  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7^^  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  S3,  a mod'el  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  from 
apidication  to  the  Clerk. 

.-Vll  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  bi'ackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incori)orate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72.  fees  calculated'  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  state  tl\^e  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accorai)anied  b3'  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

milE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
-i-  before  them  a report,  dated  22nd  September, 
1914,  from  the  Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
submitting  that  under  the  several  regulations  for 
the  disposal  of  mining  rights,  the  property  of  the 
Crown,  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  the 
N^pi’th-West  Territories,  the  Yukon  Territory,  and 
within  certain  prescribed  areas  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  provision  is  made  for  the  pay- 
ment of  rental,  the  installation  of  machinery,  or 
tlie  expenditure  of  certain  amounts  in  prospecting, 
developing,  and  operating  the  location  so  acquired! 
In  case  the  rental  is  not  paid,  the  machinery  in- 
stalled, or  the  prescribed  expenditure  incurred,  the 
riglits  acquired  under  such  regulations  are  subject 
to  immediate  forfeiture ; 

The  Minister  states  that  representations  have 
been  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  that 
certain  holders  of  mining  rights  under  the  regula- 
tions have  been  accepted  for  active  service  in  the 
defence  of  the  Empire  during  the  present  war,  and 
have  left  or  are  leaving  the  country  on  such  service : 

The  Minister  therefore  recommends  that  any  per- 
son who  may  be  accepted  for  and  continues  in 
active  service  in  the  defence  of  the  Empire  during 
the  war,  whether  with  the  British  or  allied  forces. 
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and  who  is  the  holder  of  miniuj?  rights  acquired 
under  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  mining  regula- 
tions, shall  be  permitted  to  hold  such  rights  free 
from  the  risk  of  cancellation  owing  to  failure  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  requirements  of  the  regula- 
tions under  which  the  riglits  were  acquired,  until 
six  months  after  the  linal  termination  of  the  war 
and  the  final  declaration  of  peace,  in  so  far  as  the 
British  Empire  is  concerned.

PERMITS  TO  CUT  HAY. 

Permits  to  cut  hay  may  be  granted  by  any  Crown 
Timber  Agent  or  other  officer  appointed  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  upon  any 
vacant  Dominion  or  school  lands  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Crown,  and  permits  thus  granted  shall  vest  in 
the  permittee  exclusive  rights  of  ownership  as  to  the 
hay  authorized  in  his  permit  upon  the  laud  described 
therein,  sub.iect  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  at  the  time  in  force. 

Applications  for  permits  to  cut  hay  may  be 
received  on  or  after  the  1st  day  of  ilpril  in  each  year, 
and  ])ormits  thereon  may  be  issued  on  or  after  the 
1st  day  of  May.  No  permit  shall  issue  to  a person 
to  cover  more  than  one  quarter-section,  but  more, 
than  one  permit  may  be  issued  to  the  same  person 
on  other  quarter-sections  of  land,  but  in  no  ease 
shall  be  receive  permits  for  a gn'ater  amount  of 
liay  than  '.>  tons  per  head  for  the  stock  of  which 
he  is  the  sole  owner. 

If,  before  the  1st  day  of  M.ay,  more  than  one 
permit  is  apjdied  for  covering  any  quarter-.section 
of  land  or  fraction  thereof,  whereon  there  is  not 
suflicient  hay  to  meet  the  demands,  tlie  Agent,  if 
he  cannot  arr.ange  a division  thereof  to  suit  the 
several  applicants,  .shall  issue  a notice  to  them 
calling  for  tenders  for  the  purchase  of  the  hay 
uj)on  such  land,  u|)  to  the  quantity  each  is  entitled 
to  receive,  and  thereafter  shiill  issue  .a  permit  In 
the  person  paying  the  highest  cash  bonus  over  and 
above  the  ordinary  dues.  If  the  land  yields  a 
greater  amount  of  hay  than  would  be  coveiaal  by 
the  permit  issued,  a .second  permit  may  be  granted 
to  the  next  highest  tenderer,  at  the  price  tendered 
I)y  him.  but  his  right  to  cut  shall  not  commence 
until  after  fifteen  clear  days  from  the  date  of  the 
first  permittee’s  right  to  commence  cutting.  In  like 
manner  a third  and  fourth  permit  may  be  gi-anted, 
if  a further  sui)pl.v  of  hay  can  be  obtained  on  the 
kind,  cutting  to  commence  only  on  date  fixed  in  the 
permits. 

A hay  permit  shall  vest  in  the  ])ermittee  the 
exclusive  right  of  ownershi))  to  the  (pmntity  of  hay 
mentioned  iii  the  i)ermit  upon  the  land  described 
therein,  and  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  exclu- 
sive po.ssession  of  the  land  descrilaal  in  such  permit, 
oxcej)t  in  cases  where  otlnu-  permits  are  issued  for 
the  cutting  of  hay  upon  the  same  land,  and  in  such 
cases  the  .several  permittees  shall  be  deemed  to  be 


in  the  exclusive  possession  of  such  portions  of  the 
land  as  may  be  nece.ssary  to  cut  the  hay  granted 
to  them  respectively. 

A second  or  more  permits  may  be  issued  to  any 
other  person  or  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same, 
allowing  such  i)erson  or  persons  the  right  to  cut  a 
certain  quantity  of  bay  upon  the  land  described  in 
the  first  permit,  and  such  person  or  persons  shall, 
on  the  day  fixed  by  such  permit  or  permits  to  com- 
mence cutting,  have  the  same  right  to  enter  upon 
the  said  land  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  and  remov- 
ing the  quantity  of  hay  mentioned  in  his  or  their 
permit,  and  may  bring  and  maintain  an  action  for 
trespass  against  any  ])erson  or  persons  interfering 
with  his  or  their  rights  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
first  permittee  may  bring  such  action.  This  clause 
shall  not  give  the  holder  of  any  permit  the  right  to 
interfere  with  the  holder  of  any  other  permit  on 
the  same  land.  , 

No  hay  shall  be  cut  prior  to  date  to  be  fixed  each 
year  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  which  date 
may  vary  according  to  whether  the  season  is  early 
or  late. 

The  applicant  will  be  required  to  pay  a permit 
fee  of  50  cents  in  connection  with  each  permit 
issued.  The  rates  chargeable  for  hay  to  actual 
settlers  who  require  the  same  for  their  own  use  is 
10  cents  per  ton,  and  to  others  than  actual  settlers 
.50  cents  per  ton,  to  be  paid  in  full  at  time  of  appli- 
cation, in  addition  to  which  an  office  fee  of  50  cents 
is  charged  with  the  issue  of  each  permit.  Where 
there  is  not  hay  in  excess  of  the  demands  of  the 
actual  settlers  on  any  parcel  of  land,  the  right  to 
acquire  permits  is  to  go  first  to  the  actual  settler. 

The  Agent  may,  in  his  discretion,  issue  a permit 
for  hay  in  sparsely  settled  districts  where  the 
rights  of  individual  settlers  will  not  be  pre.iudiciall.y 
affected,  covering  one  or  more  sections  of  land, 
which,  in  his  opinion,  is  necessary  to  obtain  the 
quantity  of  hay  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
applicant. 

Leases  to  cut  Hay  on  Dojiinion  Lands. 

A settler  in  the  vicinity  of  unoccupied  hay  lands 
who  is  the  owner  of  at  least  ton  head  of  stock  may 
obtain  a lease  for  an  area  thereof  not  exceeding  one- 
fourth  of  a quarter-section,  or  40  acres,  for  such 
term  and  at  such  rent  as  the  Minister  deems  expe- 
dient; but  such  lease  shall  not  operate  to  prevent, 
at  any  time  during  its  term,  the  sale  or  settlement 
of  the  land,  and  in  the  case  of  such  sale  or  settle- 
ment the  lessee  shall  be  paid  by  the  purchaser  or 
settler,  for  fencing  or  other  improvements  made, 
such  sum  as  the  local  agent  determines ; and  the 
lessee  shall  be  allowed  to  remove  any  hay  he  has 
cut. 

Lease, s to  cut  Hay  on  Scuoou  Lands. 

Leases  of  school  laud  in  Alberta,  Saskatchewan, 
and  the  North-M’'est  Territories,  for  the  purpose  of 
cutting  hay  thereon,  may  be  issued  for  a term  not 
exceeding  five  years;  provided  that  a lease  shall  not 
issue  to  any  person  for  more  than  a section  or  less 
than  a quarter-section,  and  that  such  lease  shall  be 
revocable  at  any  time  it  may  be  deemed  advisable 
by  the  IMinister  of  the  Interi{n'  to  offer  the  land  so 
h'ased  for  sale  by  public  auction  in  the  interests  of 
the  school  endowment  or  for  an.v  other  reason,  and 
that  in  such  case  the  lessee  shall  receive  three 
months’  notice  of  the  intention  of  the  Minister  to 
terminate  the  lea.se.  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  com- 
l)ensation  for  any  improvements  made  by  him;  and, 
further,  that  in  case  of  there  biung  only  one  apidicant 
for  the  lease  of  a school  section,  or  any  part  thereof, 
the  rental  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  per  acre 
])er  annum,  but  where  there  is  more  than  one  appli- 
cant for  such  lea.se  it  .shall  be  put  up  for  tender 
at  an  u|)set  rental  of  25  cents  per  acre  per  annum, 
which  would  be  the  product  of  a minimum  price  of 
85  per  acre,  provided  the  money  were  invested  at 
5 per  cent.  i)er  annum. 

Cutting  Hay  without  Authority. 

The  permit  or  lease  shall  describe  the  lands  upon 
which  the  hay  may  be  cut.  and  shall  during  its  con- 
tinuance vest  in  the  permittee  or  lessee  the  exclu- 
sive right  of  ownershi])  to  the  bay  upon  such  lands, 
whether  such  hay  is  cut  by  his  authority  or  by  any 
person  without  his  authority,  and  such  permit  or 
lease  shall  entitle  the  permittee  or  lessee  to  seize 
in  replevin,  revendication,  or  otherwise,  as  his  prop- 
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ci'ty,  such  hay  where  the  same  is  found  in  possession 
of  any  unauthorized  person,  and  also  to  bi'ing  any 
suit  or  action  against  any  person  unlawfully  in 
l)ossession  of  such  hay,  and  to  prosecute  all  persons 
cutting  hay  in  trespass  u]H)n  the  land  covered  by 
the, permit  or  lease  to  conviction  and  .iudgment  and 
to  recover  damage's  (if  any),  and  all  proceedings 
pending  at  the  expiration  of  any  such  permit  or 
lease  may  be  continued  and  completed  as  if  the 
permit  or  lease  had  not  expired.  The  holder  of  a 
permit  may  bring  and  maintain  actions  for  trespass 
committed  at  any  time  before  the  expiry  of  liis 
permit  upon  the  land  described  therein.  nol9

Tliat  the  records  at  the  Dominion  laind  Agency 
iit  New  Westminster  sliow  that  .‘ipplication  to  ac- 
quire tliis  location  was  made  by  them  to  the 
Dominion  Land  Agent  on  the  2nd  March,  1892,  in 
a communication  in  which  they  set  forth  that  they 
had  been  living  on  the  land  since  the  preceding 
summer  and  claimed  to  have  spent  about  .$G00  in 
trying  to  drain  and  improve  the  land  ajul  asking 
tliat  surveys  be  made.

dian volunteers  enrolled  \iuder  the  authority  of  the

TIHE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a report,  dated  14th  October, 
1914,  from  the  Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
stating  that  the  regulations  for  the  disposal  of 
petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights,  the  property  of 
the  Crown,  approved  by  Order  in  Council  dated 
11th  March,  1910,  mid  the  regulations  approved 
by  Order  in  Council  dated  19th  January,  1914, 
provide  for  the  payment  of  rental  after  the  first 
year  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  an  acre  per  annum, 
and  for  the  installation,  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  the  lease,  of  machinery  and  equipment  suit- 
able for  carrying  on  prospecting  operations  on  the 
location  described  in  the  lease  ; 

That  representations  have  been  made  to  tlie  Min- 
ister of  the  Interior  that  the  financial  stringency 
resulting  from  the  war  has  rendered  it  exceedingly 
difficult  for  the  lessees  under  these  regulations 
either  to  pay  the  rental  due,  or  accruing  due  on  their
